PROPERTY AND CASUALTY INSURER, THE CLAIMANT MAY OBTAIN FROM THE 23 

PROPERTY AND CASUALTY INSURER DOCUMENTATION OF THE APPLICABLE 24 
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LIMITS OF COVERAGE IN ANY INSURANCE AGREEMENT UNDER WHICH ANY 1 

PERSON ENGAGED IN THE INSURANCE BUSINESS MAY BE LIABLE TO: 2 

 

  (1) SATISFY ALL OR PART OF THE CLAIM; OR 3 

 

  (2) INDEMNIFY OR REIMBURSE FOR PAYMENTS MADE TO SATISFY 4

 (B) THE PROPERTY AND CASUALTY INSURER SHALL PROVIDE THE 6 

CLAIMANT THE DOCUMENTATION REQUIRED BY SUBSECTION (A) OF THIS 7 

SECTION WITHIN 30 DAYS AFTER RECEIPT OF A WRITTEN REQUEST FOR THE 8
